And this, except for altered 
name and addre.is. was the message:

And we don't blame the Ninth Air force 
publicists. We do blame the extreme Jealousy 
between various* outfits that causes them to 
use their public relations officers like ci- 
vilian press agents, and Judge them by the 
.same standards. The above story, flown 
across the Atlantic at great haste and soma 
expense. Is only an extreme example of get- 
ting the "client's" name In Ihe papers. 

The army seems to forget thut the folks 
back home arc not Interested In Its internal 
rivalries. They are Interested In and proud 
and grateful for the siipcrb Job that all sol- 
diers and flyers arc doing, regardless of their 
outfit. Hollywoodlsh publicity blurbs, under 
the tragic circumstances of war, are not In 
very good taste.

The experimental ptota In the 
Twin Falls area haye been eitablUh- 
ed by J, R. Douglass, entomologist 
with tho U80A bureau of entomolo- 
gy and plant quarantine, located 
north of Twin Falls, and Dr. W. £ 
Shull, of the extension service. 

The small plnhead sized insect 
haa been studied by the Idaho ag- 
ricultural extension sUtton since 
joai, It waa pointed out, but the 
most Intensive work ha* been ac- 
complished in the Twin Falls sec- 
tion In the last three yeara due tc 

the. In creaH.oLUiB insect damage. 

The county agent pointed out 
that, according lo Dr. ShuU, the 
Insect is exceedingly hard lo control 
because of Its small size and beeaute 
many BCnerBUona ol It occur during 
"le one growlns season.
